JEWS AND THE AMERICAN 


JUDICIARY. 


Washington, Pen, 6. —President 


Wilson's nomination ef Louis B. 
Brandeis for the position of associate 
justice of the Supreme Court ef the 
United States has served to bring to 
bght the fact that Mr. Brandeis is 
the first Jew to be thus honored in 
the history ef the naton. But while 
it is true thai no member «[ the Jew- 
ish faith has ever before received an 
appointment to the supreme bench, it 
is a wel testablished fact that Jews 
have been prominent in the American 
judiciary since early colonial days. 


The first Jew to held a judicial po- 


siion in this country was Isaac Mi- 
randa of Philadelphia, ia 1727. In 
the same city, later in the eighteenth 
century, Moses Levy became presid- 
ing judge of the district court. Solo- 
mon Hydenfeldt was justice of the 
Supreme Court of California in 1851, 
and the presiding justice of the same 
court today is anotheryJew, Marcus

JEWS AND THE AMERICAN 


JUDICIARY. 


Washington, Pen, 6. —President 


Wilson's nomination ef Louis B. 
Brandeis for the position of associate 
justice of the Supreme Court ef the 
United States has served to bring to 
bght the fact that Mr. Brandeis is 
the first Jew to be thus honored in 
the history ef the naton. But while 
it is true thai no member «[ the Jew- 
ish faith has ever before received an 
appointment to the supreme bench, it 
is a wel testablished fact that Jews 
have been prominent in the American 
judiciary since early colonial days. 


The first Jew to held a judicial po- 


siion in this country was Isaac Mi- 
randa of Philadelphia, ia 1727. In 
the same city, later in the eighteenth 
century, Moses Levy became presid- 
ing judge of the district court. Solo- 
mon Hydenfeldt was justice of the 
Supreme Court of California in 1851, 
and the presiding justice of the same 
court today is anotheryJew, Marcus 
;. Sloes. In South Carolina, Frank-

Moses filled the position of 


hief justice some 35 or 40 years ago.
